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RUBIN CONFINED TO CHICAGO 
EXCEPT FOR TRIALS AND SPEECHES 
by Phantom 

CHICAGO ( LNS) -- In an act described by 
Jerry Rubin’s friends as "unprecedented , uncon- 
stitutional and shitty,” a Chicago judge ordered 
Rubin physically confined to the state of Illi- 
nois until his trial on felony charges of "so- 
licitation to commit mob action." The charges 
result from Yippee demonst rat ions in Chicago dui- 
mg the Democratic National Convention. 

Judge Reginald J. Holtzer, bearing more than 
a physical resemblance to Hubert Humphrey, im- 
posed the travel restrictions on Rubin after the 
prosecution stressed the seriousness of the 
charges (if convicted, Rubin faces one to five 
years) and Rubin's lack of respectability ("no job 
no secure place in the community.") 

Rubin’s attorney, Jerold iVerksman, pointed 
out that Rubin supports himself through speaking 
engagements throughout the country and that this 
restriction would deprive him of his livelihood. 
Judge Hoi zer replied, "Well, this court does not 
want to deprive the defendent of a livelihood. 

If he informs the court of his speaking engage- 
ments in advance, and also the district attorney's 
office, we will permit him to travel to his speak- 
ing responsibilities." Bail was set at $25,000. 

Werksman and Rubin were outraged at the 
court’s banishment of Rubin to Siber ia-Chicago . 
They are now appealing the decision and are hope- 
ful of a reversal , As it is, Rubin was permitted 
to go to New York to begin trial there on felony 
charges -- possession of grass. Last June, New 
York narcos strode into Rubin's Lower East Side 
apartment and arrested him for alleged possession 
of pot, while questioning him about Yippee plans 
for Chicago That trial is set to take place 
Nov 26 Rubin's New York attorney, William 
Kunstler, is seeking to supress the evidence be- 
cause it was obtained with an invalid search 
warrant On Dec. 2, Rubin is scheduled to appear 
in Washington, D.C. for the continuing HUAC 
witch-hunt into the Chicago demonstrations. 

Rubin's arrest and his indictment by a Grand 
Jury in Chicago results from the testimony of 
undercover detective Robert L. Pierson, who 
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i laims that Rubin is responsible for the Chicago 
violence. Pierson's testimony concentrates on the 
melee between police and demonstrators after cops 
rushed the crowd when the American flag was taken 
down on the afternoon of Aug. 28, near the Grant 
Park band she 1 1 . Pierson charges that Rubin took 
a bullhorn and shouted, "Kill the pigs!" 

Pierson apparently is not only an undercover 
cop, but an author as well. In the current issue 
of Official Detective Stories, he has a piece en- 
titled "Exclusive: Behind the Yippee Plan to Wreck 
the Democrats' Convention." Pierson claims he be- 
came Rubin's personal bodyguard during the con- 
vention [Witnesses who were present during that 
incident in Grant Park, should contact Ted Stein, 
Chicago Legal Defense Committee, Room 637, 127 
North Dearborn St , Chicago 60602. Phone 312 641- 
1470. ] 

Mayor Richard Daley has ordered the prosecu- 
tion to get Rubin into the penitentiary as re- 
venge for Daley’s loss of prestige during con- 
vention week. The press and prosecution have com- 
bined to make Rubin into a scapegoat--the evil 
perpetrator of the demonstrations Chicago, in- 
cluding the courts, is in a lynching mood.

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FRENCH SEEK PROSECUTION OF NAZI 

PARIS (LNS) -- The French government has of- 
ficially requested the West German Government 
to take legal action against SS General Heinz Laim- 
meeding, who played a key role in the massacres 
at Oradour and Tulle in France in June, 1944. 

Today, Lammerding is a prosperous building 
contractor residing in Dusseldorf, West Germany; 
no legal steps have ever been taken against him 
by West German authorities. 

Lammerding was tried in Absentia in 1951 by 
a French court and sentenced to death for his 
part in the murder of most of the inhabitants of 
the two French towns 

According to the German Democratic Report, 
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the West German government will probably find 
an excuse not to disturb Lummcrdmg The mam 
excuse is expected to be that Lammcrding has 
already been tried and that the West German 
courts are not authorized to act. 
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LATEST LSD RESEARCH 
by the LNS Science Division 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- LSD causes rats to walk 
backwards, a factor related to the drug’s hal- 
lucinogenic effects on people, according to an 
article m the Nov 9 issue of Nature magazine. 

In the article, Dr. C . Schneider of the 
Parke Davis Company reports on his tests of a 
variety of drugs on rats. Hallucinogenic drugs 
such as LSD caused the rats to walk backwards. 

The doses were woppers, however. It took up to 
20 mg per kilogram (of rat weight) to cause 20% 
of the rats to walk backwards. At 5 mg per kilo- 
gram, LSD caused aggression and fighting. 

However, about half the amount of apomor- 
phine caused more more fighting. 

Another related report m the Nov. 2 issue 
of Nature indicates that it is not possible to 
say definitely that LSD-25 causes malformation 
of the foetus in rodents. 

In tests of effects of administering Dely- 
sid brand of LSD-25, obtained from the National 
Institute of Health (Sandoz lot 65002), the in- 
vestigators found no birth defects resulted in 
either hamsters or mice from doses up to 300 mg 
administered to the mother- (Remember that a 
hamster weighs only about 100 grams, so that 
the doses are very large.) 

This latest animal research indicates that 
there is nothing conclusive about earlier re- 
ports that there is a direct causal relationship 
between LSD and birth defects.

WASHINGTON, D C. (LNS) -- The panoply of 
people and groups generally known as "the left" 
has finally gotten together for something. The 
target of the leftists is the Federal govern- 
ment's concentration camp program, which may bring 
the leftists more abruptly together than they ex- 
pect . 

But the Feds may not get their chance if 
this court action is successful Sixteen plain- 
tiffs, members of almost as many left groups, 
submitted a legal challenge in District Court 
against the U S Attorney General and the Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Prisons. 

The law m question is Title II — Emergency 
Detention— the second part of the McCarran In- 
ternational Security Act, which was passed over 
President Truman's veto during the Korean War. 

Although no one has yet been incarcerated 
under this law, the suit requests nullification 
of the law now because of its "chilling effect" 
on the First Amendment rights to free speech, as- 
sociation and redress of grievances. 

Two organizations, the Law Center for Con- 
stitutional Rights, and the Citizens Committee 
for Constitutional Liberties, are taking the 
case into the courts This is part of a new 
movement strategy involving aggressive use of le- 
gal action to defend the movement and place the 
repressive machinery of the government on the 
defensive Two New York movement lawyers, Arthur 
Kinoy and Bill Kunstler, have been key figures 
in developing this legal technique and convincing 
the movement to use it 

While most of the plaintiffs are known in 
movement circles, one of them has no connection 
with the organized left. She is Gail Nakahara 
Unno of California, who was born in an Ameri- 
can concentration camp. In the legal presenta- 
tion, she argues that she and others have been 
intimidated and deterred from participating in 
left-wing organizations because of the existence 
of the law.

DID CHIEF COP Z1NN 
FREAK OBSCENITY DECREE

ST- LOUIS (LNS) -- The underground press is 
having a hard time of it in a St. Louis suburb, 
Webster Groves, 

With a yahoo police chief shouting "Ob- 
scenity!" and one editor facing dope charges, 
things don’t look too good for the Xanadu. 

The Xanadu is a very attractive underground 
tabloid that has published only once. It recent- 
ly evolved from a bi-weekly rag called the Daily 
Flash - 

The trouble really started when Flashstaffer 
Mary Ann Riopelle (now an editor of Xanadu) went 
to Webster Groves City Hall at the request of a 
city official. She was seeking permission to 
sell the Flash in the streets of Webster Groves. 
She was busily writing the official a note when 
up walked the Chief of Police, one Walter Zinn. 

"You're coming with me!" says he. 

She was taken to the jail and detained for 
an hour and a half. Copies of the Flash were 
confiscated from her and from her car. 

Chief Zinn warned Miss Riopelle: "You know, 

I could arrest you and put you in jail with all 
the nigger men . " 

Other of Zinn’s comments are worth noting: 

For instance: "We're having a lot of trouble 
with the queers at the seminary." 

And, concerning demonstrators at Chicago: 

"I'd like to punch them in the mouth and break 
their teeth in." 

When interviewed by a local highschooler , the 
Chief exhibited his uncanny understanding of the 
hippy scene: "They say they want love and peace 
but all they really want is dope." 


Zinn thought the Flash was obscene because 
of two LNS art ides- -interviews with Jerry Rubin 
and Abbie Hoffman- -which contained the word fuck. 
He wanted the city to prosecute. 

The city manager and city attorney got their 
heads together and decided that the publication 
was not smutty enough to get a conviction based 
on the local ordinance which draws upon recent 
Supreme Court rulings. The Chief called for a 
law with more teeth, but the city manager de- 
cided it would just be struck down in the courts 
and wasn't worth the hassle 

But, as every police chief knows, there’s 
more than one way to fuck-over a freak. And 
Chief Zinn must have been reading the Flash. It 
was in the LNS interview that Jerry Rubin talked 
about the "biker" cop who infiltrated Yippee 
ranks m Chicago and became Rubin's bodyguard. 
Whether Zinn got the idea from Rubin or from 
plain oi' pig savvy is irrelevant. But within 
a few days after the virgin issue of Xanadu ap- 
peared, one of its editors was busted for dope 
by a "hippy" cop. 

The cop, Harold Jones, according to the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat, had been living as a 
freak for five months "with long hair, beads, 
moccasins and two changes of clothes." 

Jones said, "I just hung around (at Web- 
ster College) and told the kids that I was a 
Vietnam veteran . Whenever they asked me to join 
them in smoking pot, I said that I had just fin- 
ished a trip. 

Pete Rothchild, a Xanadu editor, was ar- 
rested for suspected possession of grass. Ar- 
rested with him, accused of pushing, was Frank 
Rice, a real Vietnam vet. Rice won a Commenda- 
tion Medal for valor while doing his country's 
thing . 

Bill Harlan, another of the Xanadu’ s ed- 
itors, doesn’t know what will happen next, 
things are tight, and the Webster Groves un- 
derground is despondent. 

But Chief Zinn should take note:

SAN FRANCISCO (LNS) Terry Cannon,, a leader 
of the October 1967 Stop the Draft Week in Oak- 
land- has been sentenced to 90 days in jail and 
2 years probation, Terry is one of the Oakland 
Seven, awaiting trial on conspiracy charges 
growing out of Stop the Draft Week* 

He pleaded guilty to charges of '’profanity” 
arising from his arrest in the Haight several 
months ago. He and Rick Epstein, who was sentenc- 
ed to 45 days and 2 years probation beacause he 
didn't have a prior record, were originally 
charged with inciting to riot and resisting 
arrest, Terry was also charged with inter- 
fering with an arrest. 

The original charges were dropped after 
they agreed to plead guilty to the lesser charge 
of profanity. In most instances, a first 
offense profanity charge results in a ten-day 
suspended sentence; the maximum sentence is 
six months o 

The D. A. was pushing for the full six 
months, though both men had received testimonial 
letters from respectable citizens. The D.A. 
said that Rick and Terry betrayed the trust 
of those fine upstanding citizens by swearing 
in public. 

In pionouncing sentence, the judge stressed 
that since it was clear that both came from 
’’respectable and intelligent backgrounds- and 
that they are y, intel ligent young men,” they 
’’should have known better” than to swear., 


The probation, which includes regular 
visits to a probation officer, has a special 
clause attached, stating that they cannot be 
in any situation which could lead to a confron- 
tation with the cops. So if they get into any 
trouble in the next two years, they could go 
back to jail to serve another 90 days. The 
judge’s intent is obviously to stop their in- 
volvement in militant political activity.

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OAKLAND SEVEN TRIAL POSTPONED 

SAN FRANCISCO (LNS) -- The trial date for 
the Oakland Seven has been postponed again. Now 
it seems that the trial will not take place until 
the end of January. 

Each of the Seven has been charged with three 
counts of conspiracy, as a result of their roles 
in Stop the Draft Week in Oakland in October 1967. 

Since the charges were filed in Oakland 
early this year, the conspiracy charge has been 
used against several movement groups and 
individuals across the country as a tool of 
repression. So the outcome of the trial of the 
Oakland Seven is particularly significant.

The new fortress lock is ^^ s .ribed as "Riot 
Renaissance*" Windows J coking into the press room 
are being bricked up, metal shields have beer, 
placed behind other windows on the- ground floor 
and a delivery truck parking lot near the build- 
ing is surrounded by barbed wire fencing. 

Reporters, editors, photographers and even 
the publisher are required to shew passes to the 
lobby guard as they enter the building- "We 
thought it would be a better idea to know who 
was coming into the newspaper building," publish- 
er Peter B. Clark said* 

What’s the paper so uptight about? It seems 
that the Detroit News is under fire from black 
leaders in the city over its coverage of "crime 
in the streets®" 

Strangely enough, it appears that the paper 
has received no tangible th.reaL to its physical 
security. Furthermore, the building is located 
miles away from the usual "riot" zones* The 
paranoid reaction to general tension in Detroit 
is just that- -paranoia , 

Or maybe the bosses are finally realizing 
that the people have caught, on tc their game-- 
th& press serves- the interests cf the fat cats, 
not those of the people* 

Publisher Clark admitted that he was dis- 
turbed "in the extreme " by the apparent necessity 
of the move to barrica. . . But, he said, other

SOUTH VIETNAM: 

FROM THE OTHER SIDE OF DARKNESS

K0NTUM, South Vietnam (LNS) -- "Gooks aren't 
people! They're animals' They're worse than ani- 
mals'" The MP (military Pig) was losing his cool. 

I had told him I wanted to help the Vietnamese 
children by providing powdered milk to an orphanage, 
and when he responded that "the only gP od gook is 
a dead gook," I had suggested that they're people 
too, just like you and me, you know. But he was 
in no mood to tolerateradical ideas, and now he 
had me by the collar. "Look you son-of-a-bitch , " 
he bellowed, "we're here to kill gooks, not help 
them." He had the gun, so that was that. 

We were standing on an open road in the cen- 
tral highlands of South Vietnam My car was de- 
molished, after losing an argument with a tractor- 
trailer (U S. Army), and there was nothing to do 
now but to submit to the mercies of the Military 
Police . 

My captor called over several of his buddies 
and repeated to that incredulous company what 
1 had already told him: that I worked with a vol- 
untary agency and was there to help the gooks , 
that I liked the gooks. The grilling continued, 
and it turned out that each new item of informa- 
tion astonished them more than the one before. 

"Holy Christ, he eats gook shit," they trans- 
lated the fact that I got along on a Vietnamese 
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diet. "Hey listen, the bastard knows gook talk," 
one observed after I had answered a passing Viet- 
namese bus driver m his own language. 

For two hours they harangued me with their 
views of all things Asian, non-American and Com- 
munist, the three being synonymous. The only 
question I could squeeze in was, "What do you 
think of the notion that the Americans arc here 
to defend the South Vietnamese against foreign 
aggression," and the choral reply was the only 
part of the conversation that made sense — "Bui 1 - 
shit 1 " 

Finally they flagged down a jeep and packed 
me off to town. I gladly hopped in next to the 
driver, while the radio operator settled into 
the back seat. As we drove down the highway, 
the guy in the back suddenly yelled out, "Hey, 
swerve over to the left-" The driver did so; 
then there was a swoosh through the air as the 
backseater groaned, "Aw, hell, I missed." We 
had missed, with the long whip antenna, an old 
man, woman and child walking along the left side 
of the road 

The driver replied with a laugh, "Hey, knock 
it off- It's night; the gooks might shoot back." 
I recalled the warning the MP’s had left me 
with’ "If we ever catch you helping the gooks 
again, we’ll kill you " 

But they don’t need my help. Now its night, 
and somebody is shooting back."

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SAN ANTONIO RENAISSANCE QUASHED

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. ( LNS ) -- On Friday, Nov. 

8, San Antonio police closed Little Ned’s Ren- 
aissance Head Shop. Little Ned's was one of the 
few places in the Alamo city where hippies, radi- 
cals, straights and soldiers could feel at ease. 

The police lined everyone up against the 
wall while they ransacked the shop. They then 
boarded it up, loaded people into five paddy 
wagons and carted them off to jail. Thirty- four 
of the 39 people were charged with loitering. 


Included were the night manager, six assistants 
and all the customers 

Reason for the bust was "reliable" 
information that there were drugs on the 
premises. Only one person was found holding, 
and no one in the shop knew him 

The raid climaxed two months of harassment 
including vagrancy busts, arrests for selling 
"pornographic" posters, and countless forcible 
searches without warrants. The Nov. 8 raid 
was the fifth time the night manager had been 
pulled out of the store and booked for loitering 
The night after the bust, the hippies, out 
on bond and undaunted by past repression, 
liberated Little Ned’s by tearing down the 
boards nailed up by the police. Five police 
cars carrying ten cops arrived, but the fuzz 
did not know quite what to do. 

The owner then arrived and ordered every- 
one to leave. He proclaimed that the three- 
year lease (which prevents evictions like this ) 
was null and void: Little Ned’s was closed down 

for the last time. 

Inside the now empty store, one of the few 
posters still hanging summed up the situation 
nicely : 

"If San Antonio is so big, why does an 
18-inch strand of beads scare the hell out 
of it 7 "

THE PROLETARIAT AND THE STUDENTS IN MEXICO

[Editor's note: One of the key problems of the 
Mexico student strike, which is still in pro- 
gress, is the students’ inability to muster con- 
siderable support from the urban working class - 
In the following article, LNS correspondent Ju- 
lian Meza analyses this situation. He concludes 
that the struggle against the workers' lack of 
political consciousness is a high-priority task 
--particularly at a time when the Mexican oli- 
garchy is attempting to train workers to act 
as fascist-style shock troops against the po- 
liticized students.] 

+ Jr + 
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MEXICO CITY (LNS) -- The Mexican workers 
have not played a prominent, much less a deter- 
mined role in the Mexican student movement. They 
have merely observed the development of the vio- 
lent events which culminated in the Second of 
October massacre Without doubt, theirs has been 
a role appropriate for people caught up in the 
trivia of a consumer society--the unconscious role 
of thing-beings , alienated by the demagogery of 
the illusory industrial society. The working class 
has played, so far, the sad role of silent accom- 
plice to the Mexican oligarchy. 

In a country of more than 40 million inhabi- 
tants, the working class comprises about 10 mil- 
lion- It is not, therefore, in a majority. The 
peasant class (about 20 million), on the other 
hand, constitutes a little more than 50 per cent 
of the total population, and public service work- 
ers (bureaucrats) total 13 million. 

Qualitatively, the fundamental importance of 
the proletariat is found (as in any nation in our 
times) in the economic force which it represents. 

It is one of the principal support bases-- though 
not the only one--of the government and business 
elite which seems to be accomplishing the indus- 
trialization of the country. However, frequent- 
ly people make the mistake of arguing that the 
workers function as a sub-strata of support for 
the Mexican oligarchy. The trouble with this 
point of view is that while it is true on the 
surface, it misses a more basic fact -- that the 
workers are the support base for the U.S. in- 
vestments which have absorbed the scarcely de- 
veloped national industries. 

Part of our purpose is to take note of the 
absence of the Mexican working class in the cur- 
rent popular struggles for the democratization of 
the country. Of course, this has contributed to 
the student movement’s weakness. But, at the same 
time, it doesn’t prove the total absence of an ele- 
ment dedicated to determined struggle. It is 
curious that, m contrast to the most traditional 
orthodox theses concerning the unchallenged im- 
portance of the working class in popular struggles 
against the capitalist mode of production, it is 
the peasant class that has been playing a determin- 


the underdeveloped world. 

The Mexican workers (just like those 
anywhere in the capitalist world) are exploited 
by U.S. imperialism. But there, as elsewhere on 
the Latin American continent,, they are not the 
most exploited 

The are exploited to the extent that they 
live in extreme poverty, but their standard of 
living is higher than that of the great masses 
of rural population, who live in extreme misery. 

The workers, inhabitants of great cities (Mexico 
City, Guadalajara, Monterrey, etc.) are able to 
enjoy certain luxuries (movies, television, shows, 
sporting events) which the peasants are barely 
acquainted with. If it weren't for radio, the 
peasants would live totally apart from the exis- 
tence of the urban world. 

For its part, the working cl-ass, caught up 
in the neurosis of the developing society, lives 
in the alienation which they are subjected to- 
by everything from the most complex and elaborate 
items shown in all the advertising, to the perma- 
nent brutalization by all the vices. 

These beings, in face of the death of sev- 
eral hundred desperate petit-bourgeois students, 
could not have reacted in any case The student 
conflict has been for them an alien conflict, a 
phenomenon on the margin of the rut that is the 
worker's daily life. 

The students, trying desperately to bring 
their protest movement against repression to 
other strata of Mexican society, tried to get 
through to the working class (through political 
information brigades), but the results were very 
thin indeed The proletariat did not respond to 
the students' numerous and repeated calls for 
solidarity . 

But aside from keeping the working class so 
utterly alienated, the regime took pains to con- 
trol the workers perfectly through various unions, 
whose leaders are political marionettes controlled 
through the monolith of state power -- the In- 
stitutional Revolutionary Party (Partido Revolu- 
cionario Institucional--PRI) . We can suppose 
that in their heart of hearts, the workers must 
not be very much in agreement with this life of 
submission and flexibility, but the resources that 


and role in Latin Ame rica and other regions of 
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can be applied in this situation arc few, and they 
quickly prove fruitless in the absence of a minimum 
of decisiveness and commitment to do away with of- 
ficial unions. 

The workers 1 leaders, 1 i kc congressmen, are 
chosen by official bodies. The local unions are 
affiliated with national confederations which 
means that the workers live under a permanent si ege 
from these representatives , thigh union taxes, 
frequent discounts for the celebration of patrio- 
tic festivals, etc.) Given all these injustices, 
it can be confidently said that there is nc real 
trade union life in the country. 

Finally, to all this we must add that the 
workers--disorgani zed , lacking initiative, and 
terribly pessimistic about their conditions as 
wage-earners--rarely have thought about even fac- 
ing up to hired gunmen: agents of the secret 
service who disguise themselves as workers. 

The nation f s businessmen thereby exercise 
control over the workers through the unions as 
well as through the army and the many repressive 
units of the state. 

In a period of a little more than 30 years, 
all the independent or slightly independent unions 
have come under the control of the government’s 
power, and no union has been able to successfully 
unfurl a strike banner when conditions warranted 
it. Given the acts of the legislature and the 
courts, the workers know that they are condemned 
to lose all strikes because, once called, they 
are immediately considered illegal, ignoble, and 
opposed to the interest of Mexico; strikers are 
considered enemies of the country. And when the 
routine resources have not been sufficient to si- 
lence any such labor protests, the public law en- 
forcement agencies intervene to bring order to 
the discontented ones. An independent union would 
mean, potentially, an enemy of the consume! so- 
ciety . 

In 1959, the Mexican proletariat undertook 
one of its last fights for union independence, ho- 
ping to obtain some labor reforms, but the bosses 
(the government) decided to massacre the workers 
and jail or assassinate its leaders. The rail- 
road workers rebellion was quelled by the army 
and the union was placed unue/ t-u • >m .a i : \ 
government mterventcr. Some of the principal 
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leaders disappeared, and the most popular 
and militant leader, Dcmetrio Vallejo, was 

jailed and he remains in jail. 

The Mexican oligarchy has always shown 

that it is not disposed to accept the exis- 
tence of independent social sectors which 
might function beyond the electoral control. 
The elections are run by one group--the 
Institutional Revolutionary Party, with the 
participation of three so-called opposition 
groups: the National Action Party (Partido 

de Accion Nacional,) the People’s Socialist 
Party (Partido Popular Socialista) and the 
Authentic Party of the Mexican Revolution 
(Partido Autentico de la Revolucion Mexicana.) 

The official government party controls al- 
most the totality of the organizations of the 
workers, peasants and middle class, (civil ser- 
vants, professionals, small businessmen, etc.) 
These organizations are linked up to national 
federations. The leaders of these federations 
are usually legislators or businessmen, who 
work and live with other politicians and busi- 
nessmen . 

II 

Mexican workers, depoliticized and aliena 
ted, ignorant of the social force which they 
represent (since the control of the means of 
production depends on them) , are estranged 
from the student movement. They do not even 
function as simple allies. To the contrary, 
they are being trained by the police to act as 
shock troups in the service of their own 
class ememies. 

The national head of the Mexican Workers 
Confederation, the biggest workers organiza- 
tion in the country, has said repeatedly 
since late October that workers in all unions 
under his control are creating anti-Red 
schools, that is to say, fascist shock-troups , 
which will probably be trained by policemen, 
secret service agents and military officials. 

The "politicization” of the working 
class that three generations of leftist 
students could not accomplish is now being 
accomplished by these union leaders, such 
as I id«..‘l Valzques (who has led the Confedera- 
tion for more than 30 years.) Thcs leaders 
November 25, 1968 
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are ready to create anti-Red seminars, where they 
will carry out the mazimum brutaliziation of work- 
ers, with the exclusive purpose of directing them, 
at least for now, against students. 

In the face of this decision, there can only 
be one response: that the working class itself 

react and oppose the creation of these massive and 
savage schools. And now, more than ever, there is 
need for the cooperation and help of the politici- 
zation brigades of the students, which up to now 
have had very little success. 

The Federal government has put all its 
resources into play against a supposed ’’communist 
offensive.” Its internal chaos (moral, economic 
and political) has forced it to use all its power 
to prop up the instituions of "economic progress" 
and "public tranquility." This combination sig- 
nals the moment of the counter-offensive. It is 
the signpost of the possibility of a chance for 
change, if not radical, at least partial. This 
could be a step on the road toward the definite 
removal of the group of old bureaucrats who boast 
of themselves as the representatives of national 
power.

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"KAMIKAZES" AT BRONX SCIENCE

NEW YORK (LNS) --The Bronx High School of 
Science, widely touted as "the best secondary 
school in the United States," echoed this week 
with shock waves originally generated among stu- 
dents near and far, from Ocean Hi 1 1 -Brownsvi 1 le 
to Mexico City. 

A student sit-down in the principal’s office, 
Nov. 18, elicited a promise for a student referen- 
dum on 20 proposals for radical reform of the ad- 
ministration and curriculum of the school. The 
referendum took place the morning of Nov. 22. 

Among the proposals were such elementary 
matters as: 

++The right to leave the school at lunchtime 
with parental permission. 

++Free use of the front entrance by students. 
(Many schools are designed with a side entrance 
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for the students, usually rather plain, and 
a main facade for "adults only.") 

-^Elimination of a pass system that 
subjects the students (average IQ about 135) 
to a prison-like system. 

++ Replacement of a medieval dean’s office 
by a student-faculty discipline board. (Bronx 
Science is possibly the only institution in the 
world with an official actually titled ’"co- 
ordinator of latenesses.") 

But some proposals were more fundamental: 
++Abolition of all faculty boards and 
replacement by bi-partite student-faculty 
boards . 

♦♦Enrichment of the curriculum by 
unlicensed visiting lecturers. 

♦♦Review of curriculum with an eye 
toward increasing student participation in 
planning . 

All of the proposals were endorsed over- 
whelmingly by classes voting by paper ballot, 
in the homerooms, sometimes by margins of five- 
to one. 

This vote occurred despite the intervention 
of the principal. Dr. Alexander Taffel, who 
took to the public address system on the eve 
of the referendum and advised students who 
were "not sure" to vote "no." 

And, against the backdrop of "orderly de- 
mocratic procedures " occurred a comic opera. 

It involved the classic principal, who wants 
to suspend a small group of students who, know- 
ing that the basic reforms will not be imple- 
mented, the referendum notwithstanding, have 
begun to take the rights they consider inal- 
ienable . 

The reason that Bronx Science may not sus- 
pend these students is simply this: too much 
shit has gone down at this "special"school 
(which is not merely elitist but also a mon- 
strous educational hoax.) It is a fact that 
this school has never --repeat, never-- re- 
sorted to suspension, even in cases of fe- 
lonious assault by students. 

Hearings are mandatory in formal sus- 
pension, thus any impartial hearing involving 
an incident at Bronx Science would reveal the 
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current incompetence of this institution, 
of its teachers and its administration. 

At this writing, it is uncertain whether 
any students have been actually suspended at 
Bronx High School of Science. One student was 
apprehended this morning in the act of photo- 
graphing the principal. "You are suspended," 
said Dr. Taffel. "Get your coat and leave this 
building. " 

Others were threatened with arrest and/or 
suspension, but it is doubtful that any formal 
action has been taken. 

What is perhaps most meaningful is that while 
the students voted for the proposal, slightly 
more than 50% of them checked a box at the bottom 
of the ballot next to this cop-out: 

"I voted 'yes’ on the referendum proposals, 
but disapprove of the methods by which the re- 
ferendum was obtained." 

The same sentiment was expressed less for- 
mally by a social studies teacher at the school, 
who referred to the protesters as n Kamikazes"(the 
Japanese suicide pilots of World War II.) 

Asked what he meant by this, the teacher 
said, "They have written off their futures in 
this school. They will sacrifice their scholas- 
tic careers without benefit to themselves." 

Staunch union member? No. The speaker was 
one of a handful who had braved the filth and 
threats of the United Federation of Teachers* 
picket line to go into Bronx Science when the 
school was open in support of decentralization.

PANTHERS DENY SHOOT-OUT 

SAN FRANCISCO (LNS) -- Eight men in a Black 
Panther Community News Service truck were ar- 
rested at the scene of another "shoot-out" with 
San Francisco police on Tuesday, Nov. 19. The 
Panthers say they shot at no one. 

The UPI version of the incident is that 
"Three policemen were wounded today in a gunfight 
with eight Negroes accused of fleeing a holdup in 
a panel truck emblazoned Black Panther Community 
News Service.’ 1 ' 

The cops say that the Panthers held up an 
Oakland gas station and then drove across the 


rwo-iujic long Bay Bridge into San Francisco The 
shoot-out, they say, occurred three blocks away 
from the police station at City Hall. 

It is difficult to believe, however, that 
• a/one would seriously attempt a robbery in broad 
day.t.j ght in a truck clearly marked "Bla-. k id..' - 
rhers"- -particular ly in Oakland, where 'the topi 
persistently follow "known Panther vehicles." 

And it is hard to imagine any' robbers in a 
such a conspicuous vehicle driving all the way ac- 
ross the Bay Bridge- -and heading straight for down - 
’claims that ’Three of the Negroes jumped 
from the vehicle and opened fire" on the cops. 

Panther sources, however, insist that only 
one man in the truck was armed. 

Eldridge Cleaver, Minister of Information 
for the Black Panther Party, denied that "any Pan- 
ther had fired at the pigs." 

"The Panthers were in the back' of the truck 
when the so-called holdup took place..." Cleaver 
said. "They were on their way to an educational 
meeting when agents staged the holdup with the 
gas station attendant, who we believe was also 
working with the pigs..." 

Upon hearing of the alleged Panther involve- 
ment in the "shootout", Joseph Alioto, Mayor of 
San Francesco, ordered a grand juryinvest igar .ion 
of unn allied radical groups in the Bay Area. The 
Grand Jury refused, stating that such an inquiry 
mightprejudice robbery and assault cases now 
pending against the Panthers. 

Cleaver commented on Alioto 1 s action: 

"Say, Big A1 , I just want to let you know 
that you will be held personally responsible for 
any harm that comes to the blnck community or 
any members of the Black Panther Party because 
of your unscrupulous, machi eve Ilian tactics of op- 
pression. You should know from the history of 
your own people that you cannot destroy the thix:- 
for freedom in the hearts of people that was take- 
away following the expansion of European power 
since Columbus. You know very well that all of 
these conflicts over the status of the Black Pan- 
ther Party would stop if you and demagogues like 
you would stop fanning racism so as to create a 
climate that will allow you to carry on your in- 
quisitioh against us. It's not going to work, be- 
cause we face you toe to toe, and we are a better 
men than you. You have lost your proud Mafia balls 
and traded them for the hooves, eyes and snout of 
the pig. Your time is up, punk. Whether you like 
it or not, we will force you to retreat."

MEXICO CITY (LNS i -- Early in the summer, Mexican troops seized upon a schoolboy 
stone- throwing incident as a pretext for beating students m the streets and occupying 
a school On July 26, the Mexican government suppressed demonstrations-~one of them 
called to protest the earlier instance of government repression of students, the other 
in solidarity with the Cuban revolution.

July 29: A bus gutted by fire outside Mexico City. 

Students were eager to take the case against the government to the people, so that 
an alliance of students, workers and peasants could expose the fraud of a "democratic and 
progressive Mexico" when public attention was focused on Mexico Olympico during the games. 

Peasants in a small town ten miles outside Mexico City asked the students to assist them 
in their efforts to force the bus company to pay the legally required indemnities to local 
families of those killed and injured in a recent bus accident. The students responded by 
capturing and hiding 22 buses --and burning them one by one until the company paid up. 

Student organizing effects in that area were quite successful--a Federation of 
Southeast Towns was established, whose 250,000 members are now cooperating' with" the National 
Strike Council

Political information brigades went out from the university into the working 
class areas eacnday attempting to politicize the poor and forge a worker-student 
alliance similar to that of the French revolt of last spring.
